The POPULATION of the Unirep Kinepom in the middle of 1892 is estimated, 
on the basis of the recent enumerations, at 38,109,329 persons; that of England 
and Wales at 29,403,346, of Scotland at 4,063,451, and of Ireland at 4,642,532. 


In the United Kingdom 277,132 births and 235,606 deaths were registered in 
the three months ending 31st March 1892. The natural increase of population 
was, therefore, 41,526. The registered number of persons married in the quarter 
ending 31st December 1891 was 155,840. 


The birth-rate in the United Kingdom in the first quarter of 1892 was 29°2 
and the death-rate 24°8 per 1000. The marriage-rate in the fourth quarter of 
1891 was 16°4 per 1000. 7 


The facts, in detail, concerning Scotland and Ireland are recorded in the Quarterly 
Returns of the Registrars-General] for those parts of the United Kingdom, 


ENGLAND. 


This Return comprises the Brrrus and Dearas registered in the 2119 registra- 
tion sub-districts of England and Wales during the quarter ending 31st March 
1892 ; and the Marriaces in 15,044 churches or chapels, in 10,784 registered 
places of worship unconnected with the Established Church, and in 632 Superin- 
_ tendent Registrars’ Offices, in the three months ending 31st December 1891. 


Marriages. 


During the three months ending with December last, the marriages of 131,744 
_ persons were registered in England and Wales, giving an annual rate of 18:0 
per 1000 of the estimated population, Compared with the rates in the fourth 
quarters of recent years, the rate was slightly lower than that in 1890, but higher 
than in any other year since 1883, and o+4 per 1000 higher than the mean in 
1881-90. In registration counties the lowest rates were 13°2 in Middlesex and 
in Herefordshire, 14°2 in Hertfordshire, and 14°4 in Shropshire; while the 
highest were 20°8 in Norfolk, 20°9 in Suffolk, 21°o in Warwickshire, and 21 ay 
in Cambridgeshire. In Registration London the rate was 19°8. 
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Births. 


The births registered in the first quarter of 1892 numbered 219,851, being in the 
proportion of 30°0 annually per 1000 living. This is the lowest rate in the 
corresponding period of any year since civil registration began, and g per cent. 
below the mean rate in the ten immediately preceding first quarters. _ In registration 
counties the rates varied from 22°9 in Huntingdonshire, 24°1 in North Wales, 
and 24°6 in Sussex and in Westmorland, to 34°3 in South Wales, 34°9 in 
Staffordshire, 36°5 in Durham, and 36°8 in Monmouthshire. 


In the thirty-three great towns (Tables V. and VI.), the birth-rate was 31°6 


‘per tooo living. The lowest rates were 20°8 in Huddersfield, 24°0 in Halifax, 


and 24°8 in Bradford ; ; while the rates in the other towns ranged upwards to 36°65, 
in Swansea, 36°6 in Gateshead, and 39°1 in West Ham. ‘In sixty-seven other 
large town districts (Table VIL) the birth-rate was 31°4 per 1oco. In these 100 
towns as a whole the rate was 31°5 per 1000, while in the remainder of the country 
it was 28°6. 


Excess of Births over Deaths, and Emigration. 


The natural increase of the population of England and Wales, or the exeess of 
births over deaths, which had amounted to 80,952, 60,322, and 71,854 respéctively, 
in the first quarters of 1889, 1890, and 1891, was only 37,369 last quarter. If a 
line be drawn along the southern boundaries of Lincolnshire, Rutlandshire, Leices- 
tershire, Warwickshire, and Gloucestershire, the natural increase in the part of the 
country to the south of this line (consisting of the first five registration divisions),. 
with an estimated population of a little over twelve and a half millions, was 8,083, 
while in the part to the north, with an estimated population of nearly seventeen 
millions, the natural increase was 29,286. In nine of the twenty-two registration 
counties to the south of the line the deaths exceeded the births, while in only four, 
viz., Middlesex, Northamptonshire, Essex, and Cornwall, did the birth-rate exceed 
the death-rate by so much as 5°o per 1000. 


It appears from returns issued by the Board of Trade that 54,046 emigrants 
(including 20,268 foreigners), embarked during the quarter from the various 
ports of the United Kingdom at which emigration officers are stationed. Distri- 
buting proportionately 949 whose nationality was not distinguished, the emigrants. 
of native origin numbered 33,696, and of these 23,¢85 were English, 3630 Scotch,. 
and 6081 Irish. The proportions of emigrants to a million of the estimated 
population in the several portions of the United Kingdom were 816 from 
England, 893 from Scotland, and 1310 from Ireland. Compared with the: mean 
in the first quarters of the next preceding three years each of the proportions 
shows a decrease. 


Prices and Pauperism. 


During the first. quarter of the year the average price of wheat was 33s. 8d. per 
quarter, the prices in the preceding two quarters having been 38s. 11d. and 
36s. 8d. The mean wholesale prices of beef and mutton in the London market 
were 5id. and 74d. per lb. respectively ; compared with the prices in the preceding 
quarter the price of heef showed a decline of 3d., and that of mutton an increase of 
2d. The average price of the best seaborne coal in the London market, put in barge 
from the collier in the Thames, was 19s. per ton, against 19s. 4d. and 19s. 5d. in 
the first quarters of the preceding two years. The mean price of 23/. per cent. 
Consols was g5/. 14s. 10d. ‘The minimum annual rate per cent. of discount 
charged at the Bank of England, which had been reduced from 4/. to 3l. 10s. on 
roth December 1891, was further reduced on 21st January to 3/. The average 
minimum rate per cent. charged during the quarter was 3° 120/..

The average number of paupers (exclusive of lunatics in asylums, and of vagrants) 
relieved in England and Wales on the last day of each week in the quarter was 
695,708, of whom 190,747 received in-door, and 505,021 out-door relief. The 
proportion of the population in receipt of pauper relief was 23'7 per 1000, against 
25°2 and 24°1 in the first quarters of 1890 and 1891. 


Meteorology. 


Remarks upon the meteorology of the quarter, based on observations at the Royal 
Observatory, Greenwich, and at various other stations, furnished by Mr. James 
Glaisher, F.R.S., will be found, with accompanying Tables, on pages 65-73. The 
mean reading of the barometer was 29°717 inches, and was *057 of an inch below 
the mean reading in the corresponding quarters of 51 years; the mean was below 
lis average in January and February, but above it in March. ‘The mean temperature 
of the air during the quarter was 37°°5, being 1°°3 below the average in the first 
quarters of r21 years; the mean was exactly equal to the average in February, slightly 
below in January, and considerably below in March. During the first three weeks 
of the quarter the weather was mostly dry and cold, with northerly winds and 
frequent snow; in the next three weeks the temperature was above the average ; 
a cold period then set in, the temperature from February 16th to February igth 
being nearly 12° below the average. The weather in March was dry and very cold, 
with the exception of about six days in the latter half of the month, very low 
temperatures having been registered in all parts of the country on the oth. At 31 
stations of observation the mean temperature during the quarter ranged from 35°°1 
at Wolverhampton and 35°°2 at Halifax, to 42°'o in Guernsey and 42°°5 at Truro. 


The amount of rain or melted snow measured during the quarter at the Royal 
Observatory, Greenwich, was 3°16 ins., being 1°79 ins. below the average in: the 
corresponding periods of 77 years. Compared with the respective monthly averages, 
there was a deficiency of 1°48 ins. in January, and of 0°46 of an inch in March, 
while the amount in February was 0°15 of an inch in excess, At 31 stations of 
observation the amounts measured in the quarter ranged from 1°56 ins. at Oxford, 
2°10 ins. at Rugby, and 2°80 ins. at Whitchurch, to 7°18 ins. at Halifax, 7°77 ins. 
at Truro, and 8°74 ins, at Stonyhurst. 


The amount of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at the Royal 
Observatory was 140 hours, or 15 per cent. of the total number of hours 
the sun was above the horizon, the mean proportion in the first quarters of the 
ten years 1882-91 having been 18 per cent. ‘The amount was considerably 
below the average in January and February, the number of hours in the former 
month being the lowest on record, but it showed a slight excess in March. 


Deaths. 


The deaths registered during the first quarter of 1892 numbered 182,482, being 
in the propertion of 24°*9 deaths annually per 1000 persons living. This is 
higher than the rate in the corresponding period of any year since 1879, and 3.°3 
per 1000 in excess of the mean rate in the first quarters of the ten years 1882-91. 
In registration counties the rates ranged from 16°8 in Rutlandshire, 19°3 in. the- 
Hast Riding of Yorkshire, 20°9 in Leicestershire, and 21°o in the West Riding: 
of Yorkshire, to 28°7 in Huntingdonshire, 28°8 in Oxfordshire, 28-9. im 
Cambridgeshire, 30°8 in Dorsetshire, and 31°2 in Suffolk. Dividing the country, 
as befere (page ii), into two parts, the aggregate death-rate in the Southern 
portion was 26°4 per Icoo, against 21°1 in the first quarters of the ten years 
1882-91; while that in the Northern portion was 23°7 per 1000, against 22°1 in. 
the first quarters of the same ten years. 
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The 182,482 deaths included 91,288 of males, and 91,194 of females, the 
annual mortality of males being 25°7, and that of females 24°1, per 1000 estimated 
to be living of each sex. These rates were respectively 2°9 and 3°5 per 1000 in 
excess of the mean rates in the ten next preceding first quarters. Out of equal 
numbers living, the deaths of males were 107 to 100 of females, the mean pro- 
portion in the ten next preceding first quarters having been 110 to 100. 


URBAN AND Rurat Morratity.—lIn the registration districts and sub-districts 
which are taken to represent approximately the urban portion of the country (see 
Table III.), and which contain a population estimated at about nineteen millions, 
the death-rate last quarter was 24°6 per 1000, while among the remaining and 
chiefly rural population of about ten and a half millions, it was 25°5 per 1000. 
These rates were respectively 2°2 and 5°2 per 1000 above the average rates in the 
first quarters of the ten years 1882-91. Out of equal numbers living, the deaths 
in the rural districts were to those in the urban districts in the proportion of 104 
to 100, while in the first quarters of the preceding ten years the proportion was 
Ito in the urban districts to 100 in the rural districts. This is the only instance 
on record in which the general rural rate has exceeded the urban rate. 


In the thirty-three great towns (Tables V. and VI.), with an aggregate population 
estimated at more than ten millions, the annual death-rate last quarter was 25°8 per 
1000, the rates in the separate towns ranging from 18*9 in Bradford, 19°6 in 
Leicester, and 20°5 in Hull, to 28°6 in Norwich, 29°3 in Wolverhampton, and 
30°8 in Liverpool. In Registration London the rate was 28°2. 


In sixty-seven other large town districts, with an aggregate population of nearly 
four millions, the death-rate was 24°0 per 1000, or 1°8 per 1000 below the rate in 
the great towns. In the aggregate of these 100 towns the death-rate was 25°3, 
while in the remainder of England and Wales it was 24° 5. 


MorTALITY AT DIFFERENT AGES.—Of the 182,482 deaths registered last quarter, 
37,252 were of infants under one year of age, 79,992 of persons aged between one 
and 60 years, and 65,238 of persons aged 60 years and upwards. 


The mortality of infants under one year of age was in the proportion of 169 deaths 
to r10ooo births registered, being 25 per 1000 above the mean proportion in the 
ten preceding first quarters. ‘The lowest proportions in registration counties were 
103 in Rutlandshire, 128 in Bedfordshire, and 131 in Hertfordshire; while the 
highest were 194 in Worcestershire, 195 in Monmouthshire, and 204 in Stafford- 
shire. In the thirty-three great towns the mean proportion was 177, the proportions 
ranging from 128 in Croydon, 135 in Sunderland, 143 in Plymouth and in Bir- 
mingham, and 146 in West Ham, to 218 in Wolverhampton and in Burnley, 
219 in Swansea, and 223 in Derby. In sixty-seven other large town districts 
the infant mortality averaged 173 per 1000 births, ranging from 89 in Waliasey, 
102 in Gloucester, and 111 in West Derby, to 258 in Grimsby, 259 in Walsall, 
and 278 in Macclesfield ; while in the remainder of the country the proportion was 
163 per 1000. 


The mortality of persons aged between one and 60 years was in the proportion 
of 12°2 deaths annually per 1000 of the estimated number living at these ages, being 
o°6 per 1000 above the average rate in the first quarters of 1882-91. In the 
thirty-three great towns the rate was 20°4 per 1000; the lowest rates being 14°2 
in Croydon, 14°9 in Bradford, and 15°4 in Plymouth; while the rates reached 
24°4 in Swansea, 24°7 in Wolverhampton, and 27°0 in Liverpool. 


Among persons aged 60 years and upwards the mortality was at the rate of 120°6 
annually per 1000 of the estimated population at these ages, being 32°9 per 1000 
above the average rate in the first quarters of 1882-91. In the thirty-three great 
towns the rate was 123°9 per 1000; the lowest rates being 82°7 in Derby, 86-3 — 
in Sunderland, and 87°3 in Hull; and the highest 141°0 in West Ham, 152°7 in 
Brighton, and 158°3 in Portsmouth. 
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_ Compared with the respective average rates in the ten next preceding first 
quarters, the mortality of infants under one year of age showed an excess of 17 
per cent., that of persons aged between one and 60 years an excess of 5 per cent., 
and that of persons aged 60. years and upwards an excess of 38 per cent.

Thus 12,682 deaths were ascribed to these chief zymotic diseases, corresponding 
to an annual rate of 1°73 per 1000 persons living, the average annual rate in. the 
ten preceding first quarters having been 1°96. Whilst, however, the rate was 
only 0°54 in Cornwall, 0°55 in Berkshire, and 0°57 in Bedfordshire, it reached 
2°39 in South Wales, 2°56 in Staffordshire, and 3°20 in Monmouthshire. In the 
thirty-three great towns the rate was 2°32, rising, however, to 3°22 in Liverpool, 
3°65 in Wolverhampton, and 3°87 in Swansea. In BAN: seven other considerable 
town districts the rate was 1°78; while in the remaining, and mainly rural, part of 
England and Wales it was 1°32. 


The deaths from whooping-cough numbered 5202 or o*71 annually per 1000 Stivine 
the average rate in the ten preceding first quarters having been 0°56. No death 
from the disease was recorded in Herefordshire or Rutlandshire, but re rate reached 
1°27 in Monmouthshire, 1°36 in Staffordshire, and 1°39 in Registration London. 
In the thirty-three great towns the rate was 1°05, risiag, however, to 1°48 in 
Bolton, 1°54 in Blackburn, and 2°21 in Wolverhampton. In sixty-seven other 
considerable town districts the rate was 0°74, while in the remainder of the country 
it was 0°48. Among districts and sub-districts in which this disease seems to have 
been especially prevalent were Farnham, Mortlake, Chiswick, Chesham, Carlford, 
Wolstanton, Hanley, Longton, Willenball, Harwich, Colne, Kimberworth, Blaen- 
avon, Caerleon, Newport (Monmouthshire), and Margam. 


The 2769 deaths from measles corresponded to an annual rate of 0°38 per 1000, 
the average rate in the ten preceding first quarters having been o’46. No death 
from the disease occurred in Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, Bedfordshire, or Cornwall, 
but the rate reached 0°71 in Durham, 0°72 in Huntingdonshire, and 0°78 in 
Registration London. In the thirty-three great towns the rate waso*59; but while 
no death from the disease was registered in Croydon, Brighton, Oldham, Blackburn, 
or Hull, the rate was t°or in Wolverhampton, 1°15 in Sunderland, 1°77 in 
Swansea, and 1°68 in Liverpool. In sixty-seven other considerable town districts the 
rate was 0°30, while in the remainder of England and Wales it was 0°25. Among 
districts and sub-districts in which the mortality from measles was apparently 
excessive were St. Mary Extra (South Stoneham), Whitchurch, Duxford, Brixham, 
Burton-upon- Trent, Tardebigg, Worksop, Ripley, Rossendale, Ponty pool, Eelwy silan, 
JJanwonno, and Haverfordwest. . 


The 1361 deaths from diarrhea corresponded to an annual rate of 0°18 per 
1000, the average rate in the ten preceding first quarters having been 0:27. The 
highest rates in registration counties were 0‘26 in Northamptonshire and in Not- 
tinghamshire, 0°27 in Lancashire, 0°30 in Shropshire, and 0°32 in Staffordshire. 
In the thirty-three great towns the rate was 0°21, rising to 0°79 in Blackburn, 
and 0°85 in Preston; in sixty-seven other considerable town districts it was alsu 
0°21, while in the remainder of England and Wales it was 0° 16. 

The deaths ascribed to diphtheria numbered 1306, being in the pri portion of 


0°18 annually per r1oco living, a rate slightly exceeding the average in the ten 
preceding first quarters. ‘The rate did not exceed 0°05 in Wiltshire or Cornwall, 
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while it was 0°31 in Registration London and in Suffolk, and 0°32 in Essex and 
in Huntingdonshire. In the thirty-three great towns the rate was 0°20; but, while 
no death from the disease were registered in Wolverhampton or Blackburn, the 
rate reached o* 40 in Newcastle-on-Tyne. In sixty-seven other considerable town 
districts the rate was 0°16; while in the remainder of England and Wales it was 
o'17. Among districts and sub-districts in which the mortality from diphtheria 
appears to have been in excess were Writtle, Prittlewell, Haverhill, Thetford, 
Llansilin, Tenbury, Formby, Heywood, and Houghton-le-Spring. 


The 1078 deaths from scarlet fever corresponded to an annual rate of 0°15 per 
tooo, being exactly half the average rate in the ten preceding first quarters, and 
less than the rate in any other first quarter on record. No death from this disease 
was registered in Sussex, Hertfordshire, or Rutlandshire, while the rate reached 
0°53 in South Wales and o*89 in Monmouthshire. In the thirty-three great 
towns the rate was the same as in the whole country, 0°15; but while no death was 
recorded in Brighton, Portsmouth, Plymouth, Norwich, or Gateshead, the rate 
reached 0°71 in Cardiff and 0°74 in Swansea. In sixty-seven other considerable 
town districts the rate was 0°17, while in the remainder of the country it was o°Iq. 
Among districts and sub-districts in which scarlet fever was especially fatal were 
Nerth Meols, Culcheth, Shipley, Barmbrough, Tanfield, Tredegar, Mynyddyslwyn, 
and Aberdare. * 


To fever, including typhus, enteric, and simple or ill-defined forms of continued 
fever, were ascribed 890 deaths, or o*12 annually per 1000 living, the average 
rate in the ten preceding first quarters having been o‘21. In registration counties 
the rate did not reach 0°05 in Berkshire, Oxfordshire, Northamptonshire, Wiltshire, 
er Gloucestershire; while it was 0°17 in Norfolk, 0°18 in Staffordshire and in 
Rutlandshire, and 0-22 in Lancashire. In the thirty-three great towns the rate 
was 0°11, but while it was below 0°05 in Croydon, Brighton, Leicester, Hudders- 
field, and Hull, it reached 0°27 in Manchester and in Oldham, 0°33 in Blackburn, 
and o*40 in Salford. In sixty-seven other considerable town districts the rate was 
o*19, while in the remainder of Englana and Wales it was o-11. Among sub- 
districs in which the mortality from fever was excessive were North Worcester, 
Owston, Ripley, Kimberworth, and Bedlington. 


The deaths from small-pox were 76, of which 3 occurred in London, 3 in the 
Metropolitan Asylum Ship at Dartford, and 49 in Dewsbury, 7 in Toxteth Park, 
and 3 in Oldham registration districts. _ . 


The following Table shows the relative mortality from each of the above- 
mentioned zymotic diseases in England and Wales, in the thirty-three great 
towns, in sixty-seven other considerable urban districts, and in the remainder of the 
country :-—

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CERTIFICATION OF CausEs OF DeatH.—Of the 182,482 deaths in England and 
Wales, the causes of 168,420, or g2°3 per cent., were duly certified by registered 
medical practitioners, and of 9122, or 5°o percent., by coroners after inquest; while 
the causes of the remaining 4940, or 2°7 per cent., were not certified, the 
proportion in the ten preceding first quarters having been 3°5 per cent. While 
however, only to per cent. of the deaths’ last quarter in London, Middlesex, and 
Wiltshire were uncertified, the per-centage rose to 4°8 in South Wales, 5°31 in 
Herefordshire, 5°4 in Rutlandshire, and 6°5 in North Wales. In the thirty-three 
great towns the proportion was 2°o per cent., varying from o*o in Croydon, 
o°4 in Plymouth and in Burnley, 0°S in Birkenheail, and 0’g in Portsmouth, to 
4°8 in West Ham, 5°o0 in Hull, and 5-9 in Sheffield. 


VioLtenT Deatus.—To different forms of violence 4760 deaths were referred, 
corresponding to an annual rate of 0°65 per 1000, which slightly exceeded the 
average rate in the ten preceding first quarters. In registration counties the rates 
ranged from o* 18 in Rutlandshire, 0°24 in Westmoreland, and 0°36 in Hereford- 
shire, to o°80 in London and in Durham, 0°81 in Seuth Wales, 0°83 in Mon- 
mouthshire, and 0°88 in Northumberland. In the thirty-three great towns the 
rate was 0°79, varying from 0°23 in Norwich, 0°30 in Croydon, and 0°31 in 
Leicester, to 1°07 in Birkenhead, 1°18 in Gateshead, and 1°76 in Liverpool. 


-Inquests.—Inquests were held concerning g1!22, or 5°0o per cent. of the total 
deaths, the mean proportion in the ten preceding first quarters having been 5°3 
per cent. Inthe thirty-three great towns the proportion of inquest cases to total 
‘deaths was 6°3 per cent., ranging from 2°3 in Burnley, 2°6in Preston, and 2°9 in 
Huddersfield, to 9°3 in Sunderland, 9° 5 in Gateshead, and 9°8 in Birkenhead. 


Deratus IN Poustiic Instirutions.—Of the total deaths registered in England 
and Wales, 20,600, or 11°3 per cent., occurred in workhouses, hospitals, and public 
lunatic asylums, the proportion being the same as the mean in the ten preceding 
first quarters. In the thirty-three great towns the proportion of deaths in such 
institutions was 17°3 per cent., the lowest proportions being 4°4 in Burnley, and 5°9 
din Swansea and in Gateshead, and the highest 17‘ 1 in Bristol, 20°2 in Manchester, 
and 22°4 in London. 





EpiInspurGH, GLascow, AND Dusiin.—The death-rate in Edinburgh was 19°8 
per 1000, in Glasgow 25°0, and in Dublin 38°4, against 28°2 in London. 


CoLoniaL AND Foreign Citres.—A summary of the Weekly Returns with 
which the Registrar-General is favoured by various local authorities abroad, shows 
that the deaths last quarter in thirty Colonial and Foreign cities, with an aggregate 
population of about eighteen millions, were equal to an annual rate of 28°3 per 
1000 living. ' 


In the twenty-one European cities the mean death-rate was 26°g per 1000 living, 
against 25°8 per 1ooo in the thirty-three great English towns. In Paris the rate 
was 26°7, in Berlin 20°6, and in Vienna 29:0, the rate in London being 28:2. 
Among the thirty Colonial and Foreign cities the lowest death-rates were 20°6 in 
Berlin, 22°8 in Hamburg, and 23°0 in Dresden; while the highest were 42°9 
in Venice, 44*2 in Madras, 49°6 in Alexandria, and 56°5 in Cairo. Small-pox 
caused 317 deaths in Bombay, 89 in Prague, 46 in Alexandria, and 37 in St. Peters- 
burg. The mortality from measles was excessive in Bombay, Brussels, Christiania, 
St. Petersburg, Vienna, Prague, and Turin; from scarlet fever in Stockholm, 
St. Petersburg, Buda-Pesth, New York, Brooklyn, and Philadelphia; from diph- 
theria in Paris, Copenhagen, Stockholm, in most of the German and Austrian 
cities, and in New York, Brooklyn, and Philadelphia; from whooping-cough in 
Copenhagen and Christiania ; from “ fever” in the Indian and African cities, in 
Hamburg, and in Philadelphia; and from ‘diarrheal diseases” in Paris, Brussels, 
the Indian, the African, and most of the German and Austrian cities.

REMARKS ON THE WEATHER DURING THE QUARTER ENDING Marcu 31ST, 1892. 
By James GuAIsHER, Esq, F.R.S., &c. 


The weather in January was dry, and for the most part very cold. with frequent N.E. 

and N.W. winds, and snow, till the 20th; it was mild with strong S.W. wind at the end of 
the month. ‘The temperature of the air was below its average on nearly every day till the 21st, 
with severe frost on several nights; from the 22nd, with the exception of two days, the mean 
temperature was above the average. The atmospheric pressure, with the exception of the 2nd, 
3rd, and 4th, was low, particularly so on the 6th, 7th, 8th. and gth, and r4th, 15th, and 16th days ; 
from the 23rd the readings of the barometer were above their average. ‘The fall of rain was less 
than the average ; snow fell frequently between the 6th and the 2oth. 
_ The weather in February was dry, dull, and moderately warm till the r1th, then cold, being 
exceptionally severe from the 16th to the 2oth ; then warm for a few days, and cold at the end of 
the month. The temperature of the air till the 11th was a little above the average ; a cold period 
set in on the 12th, and was particularly severe on the 16th, 17th, 18th, ani 19th, when the 
departures of their mean temperatures below their averages were as large as 10°°7, 14°° 3, 11°°2, 
and 11°°3 respectively. On the morning of the 17th the temperature was 16° at Blackheath, and 
very low temperature was general on this morning, and in many cases less than 16°, as at 
Hereford 15°:2, Salisbury 15°, Wolverhampton 13°°4, Cambridge, Barnet, and Halifax 13°, 
Royston 12°°2, Hull 12°, Nottingham 9°°7, Somerleyton 9°°6, Stonyhurst 8°*1, and Carlisle 2°-2, 
and there is no doubt that at many places in the north the temperature was below zero; whilst 
in the south the lowest in the month at Guernsey wus 28°°1, at Ventnor 22°°6, and at Truro; 
Torquay, Osborne, and Barnstaple it was about 21°. At the Royal Observatory the lowest 
reading was 18°°8. The following were the instances back to the year 1841 of minima below 19° 
in February :—

The atmospheric pressure was above its average from the gth to the 14th and on the 26th and 
and 27th, and below on all other days, and particularly so from the 15th to the 21st; the average 
deficiency of pressure for these seven days was 0°6 inch. The fall of rain was generally less 
than the average. Snow fell on every day from the 14th to the 20th ; on the rgothit fell so heavily 
in Cornwall and Devonshire that the trains were stopped and the telegraph service was very much 
deranged; so deep were the drifts in some places that two engines coupled together had to be 
employed, and were frequently brought to a standstill. There were gales from the H. and N. 
from the 15th to the 2oth, causing casualties and loss of life. At the end of the month vegetation 
was very backward. 

The weather in March was dry throughout, with keen frost and bitter winds during the first 
half of the month, then milder weather from tre 16th to the 19th, then a renewal of the cold 
weather on the 2zoth, which continued to the end of the month, excepting the 26th and 27th, 
which were moderately mild. The temperature of the air till the 15th was constantly below its 
average, on some days to the amount of 11° and 12°, and low temperatures were general in London 
and all parts of the country ; on the morning of the gth the temperature at the Royal Observatory 
was 22°°3, it was 19°°g at Blackheath, at Rugby 12°:o0, at Stonyhurst 12°°6, at Somerleyton 14°, 
at Barnet and Halifax 15°, at Salisbury 17°, at Carlisle 18°°4, at Wolverhampton 18°°4, at 
Hull 19°, at Whitchurch 19°°4, at Royston and Halifax (Public Library) 19°-7, at Nottingham 
20°'2, at Bradford 21°°2, at Bath 21°°s, at Truro and Tottenham 22°:0, and at Camden Square

From the 16th to the 19th the temperature was mild, and the air in contrast to the preceding 
cold weather was very pleasant; on the zoth a moderately cold period set in, and the month 
ended with three very cold days with cold winds. The pressure of the atmosphere was above its 
average from the 2nd to the 6th, and from the 17th to the 25th, and from the 29th. On the 9th 
and roth snowstorms were general all over the country. The fall of rain was small everywhere. 
The cold days during the first half of this month and at the close, with the keen N.E. winds, have 
completely kept back all vegetation. 

Abcut London the mean daily temperature of the air was generally below its average till 
January 21st, being particularly so on the gth, soth, 12th, 15th, and 16th days, when it was as 
much as 8°° 3, 9°°6,9°'7, 7°°9, and 7°*4 respectively below its average, the mean daily deficiency 
for the 21 days being 4°°4; from Jannary 22nd to February 11th it was gencrally above, being 
particularly so on the 23rd, 24th, 29th, 3oth, and 31st of January, and on the 7th of February, 
when it was as much as 7°*3, 8°°2, 9°°7, 8°°9, 8°, and 8°’5 respectively above its average, the

mean daily excess for the 21 days ending February 11th being 3°°5; from February 12th to the 
20th it was below, being particularly so on the 16th, 17th, 18th, and 19th, when it was as much as 

10°°7, 14°°3, 11°* 2, and 11°*3 respectively below its average, the mean daily deficiency for the 
9 days being 6°-9; from February 21st to the 25th it was above, the mean daily excess being 

2°13; from February 26th to March 15th it was below, being particularly so from March 2nd to 

the 14th, the mean daily deficiency for these 13 days being 10°°6, and the mean daily deficiency 

for the 19 days ending March 15th being 8°*5; from March 16th to the 19th it was above, the 

mean daily excess being 3°°8; and from March 2oth to the 31st it was generally below, being as 

much as 8° 3 and 8°: 7 below on the 28th and. 29th days, respectively, the mean daily deficiency 

for the 12 days being 3°°1. 

The mean temperature of the air for January was 36°°5, being 0°: 2 and 1°°8 below the average 
of 121 and s1 years respectively ; it was 2°°4 higher than in 1891, and 6°-9 and o°*6 lower than 
in 1890 and 1889 respectively. 

The mean temperature of the air for February was 38°°8, being of the same value as the 
average of 121 years, aad 0°6 below the average of 51 years; it was o°"3, 1°°3, and 1°°8 higher 
than in 1891,.

ENGLAND AND WALES. 


This Return comprises the Brirrus and Dgatus registered in the 2112 registra- 
tion sub-districts of England and Wales during the quarter ending 30th September 
1892 ; and the Marriacus in 15,073 churches or chapels, in 10,897 registered 
places: of worship unconnected with the Established Church, and in 633 Superin- 
tendent Registrars’ Offices, in the three months ending goth June 1892. 


Marriages. 


_ During the second quarter of i892, the marriages of 119,728 persons were 
_ Tegistered in England and Wales, giving an annual rate of 16° 3 per 1000 of the 
_ estimated population. This rate is 1-0 per 1000 higher than the mean rate in the 
f ten next preceding second quarters, and, with the single exception of the year 
1890, exceeds the rate in the second quarter of any year since 1876. In regis- 

tration counties the lowest rates were 11°8 in Middlesex, 12°0 in Cambridgeshire 

and in Norfolk, and 12°1 in Durham; while the highest were 18°6 in Leicester- 
shire, Ig°0 in Nottinghamshire, and 21°0 in Lincolnshire, In London the rate 
— Was 18°3, 
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Births. 


The births registered in the third quarter of 1892 numbered 228,254, being in 
the proportion of 30°8 annually per 1ooo living. This rate exceeds the rate 
in each of the four next preceding third quarters, but is 0° per 1000 below the 
mean rate in the third quarters of the ten years 1882-91. In registration counties 
the rates varied from 239 in Sussex, 24°3 in Westmorland, and 24°7 in Rutland- 
shire, to 34°6 in Monmouthshire, 34°9 in Derbyshire, 35° 5 in Staffordshire, and 
35°7 in Durham. 


In the thirty-three great towns the birth-rate was 32°1 per 1000. The lowest 
rates were 24°1 in Brighton, 25°6 in Halifax, and 25*7 in Huddersfield; and 
the highest 35°9 in West Ham, 36°8 in Burnley, 26° g in Hull, and 37-0 in 
Sheffield. In sixty-seven other large town districts the birth-rate was 32°1 per 
1000, while in the remainder of the country it was 29° 7. 


Excess of Births over Deaths, and Emigration. 


The natural increase of the population of England and Wales, or the excess of 
births over deaths, which had amounted to 97,979, 98,254, and 107,620 in the 
third quarters of 1889, 1890, and 1891, was 112,521 last quarter. 


{[t appears from returns issued by the Board of Trade that 93,145 emigrants 
(including 27,815 foreigners), embarked during the quarter from the various ports 
of the United Kingdom at which emigration officers are stationed. Distributing 
proportionaliy 811 whose nationality was not distinguished, the emigrants of native 
origin numbered 65,213, and of these 45,033 were English, 8,053 Scotch, and 
12,127 Irish. The proportions of emigrants to a million of the estimated popula- 
tion in the several portions of the United Kingdom were 1532 from England, 1982 
from Scotland, and 2612 from Ireland. Compared with the means in the third 
quarters of the next preceding three years, the proportions from England and 
Ireland show a decline, and that from Scotland an increase. 


Prices and Pauperism. 


During the third quarter of the year the average price of wheat was 29s. 3d. 
per quarter, the prices in the preceding two quarters having been 33s. 8d. and 
30s. 11d. 'The mean wholesale prices of beef and mutton in the London market 
were 6d. and 64d. per lb. respectively ; compared with the prices in the preceding 
quarter the price of beef showed an increase of }d., and that of mutton a decrease 
of 3d. The average price of the best seaborne coal in the London market, put in 
barge from the collier in the Thames, was 17s. 7d. per ton, against 18s. 8d. in the 
third quarter of each of the years 1890 and 1891. The mean price of 23/. per 
cent. Consols was 96. 18s. 1od., against 95/. 10s. 11d. in the third quarter of 1891. 
The minimum annual rate per cent. of discount charged at the Bank of England, 
which nad been reduced from 2/. 10s. to 2/. on 28th April, remained at 2/. 
throughout the quarter. 4 


The average number of paupers (exclusive of lunatics in asylums, and of vagrants 
relieved in England and Wales on the last day of each week in the quarter was 
640,202, of whom 169,149 received in-door, and 471,053 out-door relief. The 
proportion of the population in receipt of Poor-law relief was 21°8 per 1000, against 
22°9 and 22°'0 in the third quarters of 1890 and 1891. 


Meteorology. 


Remarks on the meteorology of the quarter, based on observations at the Royal — 
Observatory, Greenwich, and at various other stations, furnished by Mr. James 
Glaisher, F.R.S., will be found, with accompanying Tables, on pages 65-72. The 
mean reading of the barometer was 29°803 inches, being ‘o11 of an inch above the 
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mean reading In the third quarters of 51 years; the mean was above the average in 


_ July.and September, but below it in August. The mean temperature of the air 


during the quarter was 59°: 2, being 0°: 5 below the average in the third quarters of 
f21 years. The mean temperature was 2°o below the average in July, 0° 8 above in 
August, and 0°*2 below in September. The weather in J uly was cold, particularly 
during the third week of the month. The temperature remained generally below 
the average till the 13th August, and, with the exception of about a fortnight in 
September, from the 26th August till the end of the quarter. At 29 stations of 
observation the mean temperature during the quarter ranged from 53°°7 at Halifax, 
54°°0 at Wolverhampton, and 54°-9 at Stoneyhurst, to 59°°3 at Camden Square, 
59°°6 at Truro, and 59°°8 in Guernsey. 


The amount of rain measured during the quarter at the Royal Observatory, 


Greenwich, was 6°58 inches, being 0°74 of an inch below the average in the 


third quarters of 77 years. Compared with the respective monthly averages, the 


amount was 1°04 inches below the average in July, 0°65 of an inch above in 


August, and 0°35 of an inch below in September. At 29 stations of observation 
the amounts measured in the quarter ranged from 5°45 inches in Guernsey, 
5°86 inches at Hull, and 6-01 inches at Leeds to 13°11 inches at Bath, 14°45 
inches at Stonyhurst, and 14°82 inches at Carlisle, 


The amount of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at the Royal 
Observatory was 4447 hours, or 33°8 per cent. of the total number of hours 
the sun was above the horizon, the mean proportion in the third quarters of the 
ten years 1882-91 having been 33°7 per cent. The amount of sunshine was 
below the average in July, but showed a slight excess in each of the other months 
of the quarter. ; 


Deaths, 


The deaths registered during the third quarter of 1892 numbered 115,733, being 
in the proportion of 15°6 deaths annually per 1o0o persons living. This rate is 
not only 1°6 per tooo below the mean rate in the ten next preceding third 
quarters, but, with the single exception of the third quarter of 1888, it is the lowest 
rate in any quarter on record. In registration counties the rates ranged from 9°6 
in Rutlandshire, 11°6 in Dorsetshire, 12°2 in Cumberland, and i2° 3 in Surrey, to 
16*9 in Warwickshire and in the East Riding of Yorkshire, 17-2 in Durham, and 
18*3 in Lancashire. 


Ursan anp Rurat Morratity.—In the registration districts and sub-districts 
which are taken to represent approximately the urban portion of the country, 
and which contain a population estimated at about nineteen millions, the death-rate 
last quarter was 16°6 per 1000; while, in the remaining and chiefly rural popula- 
tion of about ten and a half millions, it was 13°9 per 1000. These rates were 
Tespectively 2°o and o*g below the average rates in the ten preceding third 
quarters. Out of equal numbers living, the deaths in the urban districts were to 
those in the rural districts in the proportion of 119 to 100, the ratio in the ten 
preceding third quarters having been 126 to 100. 


In the thirty-three great towns, with an aggregate population estimated at a little 
more than ten millions, the annual death-rate last quarter was I7°9 per 1000, the 
Tates in the several towns ranging from 12°6 in Croydon, 14°8 in Huddersfield, 
15*o in Brighton, 15°3 in Nottingham, and r5°4 in Portsmouth, to 21°3 in Bolton, 
22°3 in Liverpool, 23°2 in Salford, and 24°3 in Preston. In London the rate 
was 17°I. 


In sixty-seven other large town districts, with an aggregate population of nearly 
four millions, the death-rate was 16:2 per 1000, or 1°7 per 1000 below the rate in 
the great towns; in the remainder of England and Wales, after excluding these 100 
towns, the rate was 14°0.

Mortality AT DIFFERENT AGrEs.—Of the 115,733 deaths registered last quarter, 
34,309 were of infants under one year of age, 53,764 of persons aged between one 
and 60 years, and 27,660 of persons aged 60 years and upwards. 


The mortality of infants under one year of age was in the proportion of 150 deaths 
to 1000 births registered, being g per 1000 below the mean proportion in the 
ten preceding third quarters. The lowest proportions in registration counties were 
51 in Rutlandshire, 75 in Dorsetshire, and gt in Shropshire and in Westmorland ; 
while the highest were 175 in East Riding, 179 in Warwickshire, and 183 in 
Leicestershire. In the thirty-three great towns the mean proportion was 186 per 
1oco, ranging from g5 in Huddersfield, 127 in Halifax, 41 in Swansea, and 148 
in Croydon, to 227 in Bolton, 251 in Leicester, and grt in Preston, In sixty- 
seven other large town districts the infant mortality averaged 170 per r1ooo births, 
the lowest proportions being 78 in Carlisle, go in Scarborough, 103 in Accrington, 
104 in Rothertham, and 105 in Hornsey, and the highest 255 in Colchester, 263 in 
Aberdare, and 281 in Merthyr Tydfil. In the remainder of the country the infant 
mortality was 120 per 1000 births registered. 


The mortality of persons aged between one and 60 years was at the rate of 8°1 
deaths annually per 1000 of the estimated population at these ages, being o°9 per 
rooco below the mean rate in the ten preceding third quarters. In the thirty-three 
great towns the rate was 9‘6 per 1000; the lowest rates being 5°7 in Croydon, 
5°8 in Norwich, and 6°6 in Leicester, and the highest, 11°8 in Manchester, 13°1 
in Liverpool, and 13°5 in Salford. 


Among persons aged 60 years and upwards the mortality was at the annual rate 
of 50°7 per 1000 of the estimated population at these ages, being 5°0 below the 
mean rate in the ten preceding third quarters. In the thirty-three great towns the 
rate was 54°9 per 1000, ranging from 44°4 in Plymouth, 47°3 in Norwich, and 
47°4 in Portsmouth, to 70°2 in Burnley, 71°6 in Derby, and 82°9 in Blackburn. 


Compared with the respective rates in the ten next preceding third quarters, the 
mortality of infants was 5°6 per cent., that of persons between one and 60 years 
of age 10°0 per cent., and that of persons over 60 years of age g°o per cent., 
below the average.

Thus 17,609 deaths were ascribed to these zymotic causes, corresponding to an 


annual rate of 2°38 per 1000 living, the average of the rates in the ten preceding 
third quarters having been 2°88. ) 


The deaths asciibed to diarrhea numbered gog5, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 1°22 per 1000, the average for the ten preceding third quarters having 
been 1°59. ‘The low mortality was due to the favourable character of the season, 
for though the temperature was slightly above the average in August, it was some- 


what below it in September, and very considerably so in July, which is the 
month in which summer diarrhcea usually rises most rapidly towards its maxmum. — 


The counties in which the rates were highest were Middlesex 1°70, Essex 1°72 
Kast Riding 1°95, Warwickshire 1°97, and Leicestershire 2°09. In the thirty-three 
great towns the rate was 1°98, rising, however, to 3°50 in Sheffield, 3°66 in 
Leicester, 3°72 in Bolton, and 4749 in Preston. In sixty-seven other large town 
districts the rate was 1°48, while in the remainder of England and Wales it was 
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0°69. Among districts and sub-districts in which diarrhea appears to have been 
specially prevalent were Colchester, Walsall, Great Grimsby, Stockport Second, 
St. Helen’s, Wigan, Culcheth, and Walmeate. 


The 2565 deaths from measles corresponded to an annual rate of 0°35 per 1000, 
a rate slightly in excess of the average in the ten preceding third quarters, which 
had been 0°31. No death from this disease was registered in either of the small 
counties of Huntingdonshire and Rutlandshire, and the rate was below 0°05 per 
1000 in Suffolk, Dorsetshire, Cornwall, and Shropshire, while the highest rates 
were 0°70 in Essex, 0°71 in Middlesex, and 0°84 in Durbam, in which county 
220 deaths from this disease were registered in the quarter. In the 33 great 
towns the rate was 0°49, but while no death from this cause was recorded in 
Portsmeuth, Swansea, Norwich, Derby, Bolton, or Burnley, the rate was 1°21 in 
Sunderland, 1°31 in West Ham, 1°38 in Salford, and 2°06 in Oldbam. In sixty- 
Seven other large town districts the rate was 0°35, while in the remainder of 
ingland and Wales it was 0°25. Among districts and sub-districts in which the 
mortality from measles was excessive were Hendon, Edmonton, Chesham, Chelms- 
ford, Dudley, Earl Shilton, Northwich, Tickhill, and Lower and Upper Merthyr 
Tydfil. 


The deaths ascribed to whooping-cough were 2017, or 0°27 annually per 1000 
living, the average in the ten preceding third quarters having been 0°33. The 
highest county rates were 0°48 in Derbyshire, 0°56 in Nottinghamshire, and 0°68 
in the East Riding. In the 33 great towns the rate was 0°30, rising, however, 
to 0°73 in Nottingham, 0°75 in Burnley, 0°83 in Birkenhead, and 1°43 in 
Preston, In sixty-seven other large town districts the rate was o* 34, while in 
the remainder of the country it was 0°24. Among districts and sub-districts 
in which the mortality from whooping-cough was excessive were Lydd, Burslem, 
Ripley (Belper), Keighley, Goole, and Walmgate. 


To scarlet fever 1375 deaths were ascribed, corresponding to an annual mortality 
of 0°19 per T000, against an average of 0°27 in the ten preceding third quarters. 
No death from this disease was registered either in Huntingdonshire or Rutlandshire, 
and the rate did not exceed 0°05 in Surrey, Sussex, Bucks, Suffolk, N orfolk, 
Dorsetshire, Herefordshire, Worcestershire, North Riding, or Cumberland, while 
the highest rates were 0°26 in Lancashire, 0°27 in North Wales, o° 36 in South 
Wales, and 0°78 in Monmouthshire. In the thirty-three great towns the rate was 
0°28; but while no death from this disease was recorded in Croydon, Wolver- 
hampton, or Norwich, and only one each in Brighton, Derby, Burnley, Halifax, and 
Sunderland, the rate was o°so in Salford, 0°61 in Plymouth, 0°74 In Swansea, 
and 0°85 in Preston. In sixty-seven other large town districts the rate was o° 18, 
while in the remainder of the country if was 0°12. Among districts and sub- 
districts in which the mortality from scarlet fever was excessive were Biggleswade, 
Fulbourn, Hindley, Warrington, Skipton, Newport (Monmouthshire), and Ruabon. 


To diphtheria were ascribed 1320 deaths, or 0°18 annually per 1000 living, 
while the average rate in the ten preceding third quarters had been only 0°14. 
The rate did not exceed 0°05 in Huntingdonshire, Somersetshire, Herefordshire, 
Staffordshire, Leicestershire, or Monmouthshire, while the highest rates were 
0°24 in Surrey, 0°25 in Middlesex and in Oxfordshire, 0°32 in Sussex, and 0°41 
in Essex. In the thirty-three great towns the rate was 0°28; but while no death 
was recorded from this cause in Burnley or Blackburn, the rate was 0:42 in 
Croydon, 0°46 in London, and 0o*50 in West Ham. In sixty-seven other large 
town districts the rate was 0°13, while in the remainder of England and Wales it 
was 0°12. Among districts and sub-districts in which diphtheria was specially 
fatal were Rochester, Midhurst, Oxford, Grays, South Hamlet (Gloucester), 
Albrighton, Billinghay, and Honley. 

The 1151 deaths from “fever,” including typhus, enteric fever, and simple or 


ill-detined forms of continued fever, corresponded to an annual rate of 0°16 per 1000 
living, while the average rate for the ten preceding third quarters had been 0:22. 
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The rate did not exceed o*os in Huntingdonshire, Suffolk, Dorsetshire, Gloucester- 
shire, Rutlandshire, Cumberland, or Westmorland, while the highest rates were 
0°23 in Lancashire, 0°24 in Cheshire and in South Wales, 0°25 in Hampshire, and 
o'27 in Durham. In the thirty-three great towns the rate was 0'17, and scarcely 
above the average for the whole country ; but while no death from these diseases 
was recorded in Croydon, the rate was 0°46 in Salford and in Blackburn, and 0°60 
in Sunderland. In sixty-seven other large town districts the rate was 0°21, while 
in the remainder of the country it was o'13. Among districts and sub-districts in 
which the mortality from fever appears to have been excessive were King’s Lynn, 
Swindon, Penryn, Runcorn, Easington, Caerleon, and Llannon. 


The deaths from small-pox were 86, having been 76 and 99 respectively in the 
quarters ending with March and June last. Of these 86 deaths, 54 occurred in 
Yorkshire, 13 of these being in Dewsbury and 23 in Halifax; g occurred in 
Lancashire, including 6 in Warrington; and 6 occurred in London or in the 
hospital ship that is used for London cases. 


The following Table shows the relative mortality from each of the above- 
mentioned zymotic diseases in England and Wales, in the thirty-three great 
towns, in sixty-seven other considerable town districts, and in the remainder of the 
country :—

CERTIFICATION oF CAusEs OF Deatu.—Of the 115,733 deaths in England and a 
Wales, the causes of 105,731, or 91°3 per cent., were duly certified by registered — 
medical practitioners, and of 7037, or 6*1 percent., by coroners after inquest; while — 
the causes of the remaining 2965, or 2°6 per cent., were not certified, the mean — 
proportion in the ten preceding third quarters having been 3°1 per cent. While 
however the proportion was less than 1°o per cent. in Surrey, Middlesex, Wiltshire, | 
and Monmouthshire, it reached 4°6 in Warwickshire, 4°7 in North Wales, 5:0 in 
Herefordshire, and 6°3 in Westmorland. In the thirty-three great towns the — 
proportion was 1°9 per cent., varying from o‘o in Croydon, o°2 in Birkenhead, 
and o*5 in Swansea, to 4°13 in Leicester, 4°2 in Huddersfield, 4°4 in Liverpool, | 
and 5°3 in Birmingham. 









Viotent Deatus.—To different forms of violence 4454 deaths were referred, 
corresponding to an annual rate of 0°60 per 1000, the average rate in the ten 
preceding third quarters having been 0°61. In registration counties the rates — 
ranged from o*32 in Huntingdonshire, 0°35 in Sussex, and o° 36 in Rutlandshire, 
to o'72 in Lancashire, 0°81 in Monmouthshire, and 0°82 in South Wales. In 
the thirty-three great towns the rate was 0°66 per 1000, varying from 0°17 in- 
Huddersfield, 0°24 in Brighton, and 0°26 in Croydon, to 0°82 in Sunderland, 
0'88 in Bristol, 0°92 in Newcastle-on- Tyne, and 1°29 in Liverpool, a. 
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InquEsts.—Jnquests were held concerning 7037, or 6‘1 per cent., of the total 
deaths, the mean proportion in the ten preceding third quarters having been 5*7 
per cent. In the thirty-three great towns the proportion of inquest cases to total 
deaths was 6°5 per cent., the lowest per-centages being 2°1 in Preston, 2°8 in 
Huddersfield, and 3*o in Brighton, and the highest 8°g in Gateshead and in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 9*5 in Derby. 


Deatus In Pusxic Instrrutions.—Of the total deaths registered in England 
and Wales,°13,746, or 11°9 per cent., occurred in workhouses, hospitals, and public 
lunatic asylums, the proportion in the ten preceding third quarters having been 
Io*4 per cent. In the thirty-three great towns the proportion of deaths in such 
institutions was 18°4 per cent., ranging from 4° g in Gateshead, 5°3 in Preston, 
a 6°7 in Huddersfield, to 18-4 in Manchester, 19°2 in Bristol, and 26°5 in 

ndon. 


EDINBURGH, GLASGOW, AND DuBLIN.—The death-rate in Edinburgh was 16:1, 
in Glasgow 18° 5, and in Dublin 23°13, against 17° 1 in London. 


CoLONIAL AND Foreien Cities.—A summary of the Weekly Returns with 
which the Registrar-General is favoured by various local authorities abroad, shows 
that the deaths last quarter in twenty-nine Colonial and Foreign cities, with an 
aggregate population of about seventeen and a half millions, were equal to an 
annual rate of 27°1 per rooo living. 


_ In the twenty European cities the mean death-rate was 2 5°1 per 1000, 
against 17°9 per rooo in the thirty-three great English towns. In Paris the rate | 
was 20°9, in Berlin 21°2, and in Vienna 21-9. Among the twenty-nine Colonial 
and Foreign cities the lowest death-rates were 16°6 in Copenhagen, 16*9 in 
Amsterdam, 17*1 in Rome, and 17*2 in Turin; while the highest were 50°o in 
Cairo, 57°0 in Madras, and gr°3 in Hamburg. Small-pox caused 77 deaths in 
Prague, 26 in New York, 21 in Bombay, and 17 in Cairo. The mortality from 
measles was proportionally highest in Madras and in Hamburg, that from scarlet 
fever in Rotterdam and in Stockholm, and that from whooping-cough in Hamburg, 
but none of these diseases reached an annual rate of O° 5 per 1000 in aay other of 
the twenty-nine cities. Diphtheria was excessive in Stockholm, Vienna, Buda-Pesth, 
and Philadelphia ; and fever in the Indian cities, in Cairo, and in New Orleans. 
The annual rate from diarrheal diseases (including cholera) rose to 6°4 in Berlin, 
in Dresden, and in Brooklyn, 6°5 in Christiania, 8-1 in Munich, 8°5 in Breslau, 
11°9 in Alexandria, 14°6 in Madras, 16-8 in Cairo, and 67°0 in Hambure.

METEOROLOGY OF ENGLAND. 


REMARKS ON THE WEATHER DURING THE QUARTER ENDING SEPTEMBER 30TH, 1892. 
By James GLAIsHER, Esq, F.R.S., &c. 


The weather in July was cold, showery during the first part of the month, and dry at the end. 
‘The temperature of the air was below the average on every day, excepting the 3rd, 4th, 7th, and 
31st, and particularly so from the 14th to the 21st. The atmospheric pressure was generally 
below the average till the 20th, and above from the 21st. The fall of rain at most stations 
was less than the average, The S.W. wind was prevalent in the first part of the month, and the 
N.E. after the 2oth. There was very little thunder during the month. The hay crop was 
generally light. 


The weather in August was variable, but was very different at different parts of the country. 


In the south it was a moderately warm month, with frequent rain; in the north the first fortnight - 


was generally bright, and the last week was cold, wet, and unsettled over-the whole country. The 
temperature of the air about London was generally above the average from the 14th to the 25th, 
and generally below on all other days. The atmospheric pressure was above the average till the 
12th day, and below, with the exception of the 16th, 20th, and 2tst, from the 13th day, and 
particularly so at the end of the month. The fall of rain was above the average at nearly all 
stations. ‘The wind was mostly from S.W. 


The weather in September was dull and wet during the first week, then dry, with occasional 
bright sun till the 19th, and generally wet and dull from the zoth. The temperature of the air 
was below its average till the gth, from the 14th to the 18th, and from the 28th, and above from 


- the 1oth to the 13th, and from the 19th to the 27th. The atmospheric pressure was, with the 


exception of a very few days, below the average all the month. ‘The fall of rain was somewhat 
above theaverage. The prevalent wind was from the S.W. The month was not favourable for 
harvest work. 


About Londdén the mean daily temperature of the air was generally below its average from 
July ist to August 13th, being particularly so on the 14th, 17th, 18th, and 19th of July, when 
it was as much as 8°°5, 9°°9, 8°: 2, and 9°*7 respectively below ; the mean daily deficiency for the 
44 days, ending August 13th, being 2°*5 ; from August 14th to the 25th it was generally above, 
the mean daily excess being 1°°7; from August 26th to September gth it was generally below, 
the mean daily deficiency being 3°°3; from September roth to the 13th it -was above, the mean 
daily excess being 3°°7; from September 14th to the 18thit was generally below, the mean daily 
deficiency being 2°°3; from September 19th to the 27th it was above, the mean daily excess 
being 2°8; and from September 28th to the 30th it was below its average, the mean daily 
deficiency for the 3 days ending September 3oth being 3°° 7. 


The mean temperature of the air for July was 59°°6, being 2°°o0 and 2°*5 below the average of 
121 and 51 years respectively ; it was o°’7 lower than in 1891, 0°1 higher than in 1890, and 1°°4 
lower than in 18809. 


The mean temperature of the air for August was 61°'7, being 0°°8 and 0°*4 above the average 
of 121 and 51 years respectively ; it was 3°°1, 2°°4, and 1°°7 higher than in 1891, 1890, and 
1889 respectively. 

The mean temperature of the air for September was 56°°3, being 0°*2 and 0°*8 below the 
average of 121 and 51 years respectively; it was 2°°8 and 3°2 lower than in 1891 and 1890 
respectively, and 0°’5 higher than in 1889. 


The mean high day temperature of the air for July was 70°'9, being 3°°1 below the average 
of 51 years; it was 0°’8 lower than in 1891, 0°'5 higher than in 1890, and 0°°6 lower than in 
1889; and there were only nine instances of as low or lower temperature back to the year 
1841, viz. :—

The mean high day temperature of the air for August was 73°°6, being 0°*8 above the average 
of 51 years; it was 4°°3, 2°'9, and 2°°3 higher than in 1891, 1890, and 1889 respectively. 


The mean high day temperature of the air for September was 66°°7, being o°*7 below the 
average of s1 years; it was 3°°r and 4°°5 lower than in 1891 and 18go respectively, and 1°°3 
higher than in 1889. 


The mean Jow night temperature of the air for July was 51°'2, being 1°°9 below the average 
of 51 years; it was 0°°4, 0°*4, and 2°r lower than in 1891, 1890, and 1889 respectively ; and 
there were only seven instances of as low or lower temperature back to the year 1841, viz. :—

The mean low night temperature of the air for August was 52°°6, being 0°*4 below the average 
of 51 years; it was 1°*1, 1°°4, and 1°°o higher than in 1891, 1890, and 1889 respectively. 


The mean low night temperature of the air for September was 47°'9, being 1°°2 below the 
average of 51 years; it was 2°°3, 2°°s, and o°*2 lower than in 1891, 1890, and 1889 respectively. 


The mean daily range for July was 19°*7, being 1°°3 smaller than the average; in August it 


was 21°'o, being 1°°2 larger than the average; and in September it was 18°°8, being o°:5 larger . 


than the average. 


The mean temperature of the air for July was 1°*5 warmer than in June; in August it was 
2°: warmer than in July ; and in September it was 5°°4 colder than in August. 


(From the preceding 51 years’ observations the increase from June to July is 3°°1; from 
July to August the decrease is 0°*8; and from August to September the’decrease is 4°°2.) 


From June to July there is an increase of 3°*2 at stations south of 51°; between 51° and 52° an 
increase of 1°°8; between 52° and 53° of 1°°4; and at stations north of this parallel of 1°° 7.

The POPULATION of the Cire Kinepom in the middle of 1892 is estimated, 
on the basis of the recent enumerations,: at 38,109,329 persons; that of England 
and Wales at 29,403,346, of Scotland at 4,063,451, and of Ireland at 4,642,532. 


In the United Kingdom 271,554 births and 166,791 deaths were registered in 
the three months ending 31st December 1892. ‘The natural increase of population 
was, therefore, 104,763. The registered number of persons married in the Pian 
ending 30th September 1892 was 139,336. 


The birth-rate in the United Kingdom in the fourth quarter of 1892 was 28°3 
and the death-rate 17°4 per 1000. gace aoe in the third quarter of 
1892 was I4°5 per 1000,

ENGLAND AND WALES. 


This Return comprises the Brrtus and Deatus registered in the 2111 registra- 
tion sub-districts of England and Wales during the quarter ending 31st December 
1892; and the MarriaGEs in 15,093 churches or chapels, in 10,952 registered 
places of worship unconnected with the Established Church, and in 633 Superin- 
tendent Registrars’ Offices, in the three months ending 3oth September 1892. 


Marriages. 


During the third quarter of 1892, the marriages of 116,470 persons were 
registered in England and Wales, giving an annual rate of 1 5°¥7 per 1000 of the 
estimated population. ‘This rate is slightly below the rates in the third quarters of 
two next preceding years, but exceeds the mean rate in the corresponding periods 
of the ten years 1882-91 by 0°7 per rooo. In registration counties the lowest 
rates were 10°8 in Suffolk and in Rutlandshire, 10°9 in Westmorland, and 11° 5,in 
the North Riding of Yorkshire; while the highest were 16°4 in Nor thamp! onshire 
and in South Wales, 16°5 in Warwickshire, 16°6 in the West Riding of Yorkshire, 
_17°6 in Lancashire, and 19°5 in London, —

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Births. 


The births registered in the fourth quarter of 1892 numbered 216,780, being in 
the proportion of 29°3 annually per 1000 living. Not only was this rate i°9 
per 1000 below the mean rate in the fourth quarters of the ten next preceding 
years, but, with one exception, namely in the fourth quarter of 1890, the birth-rate 
had not been so low in the corresponding period of any year since 1838. In 
registration counties the rates ranged from 23°0 in Sussex, 23°6 in Dorsetshire, 


and 23°8 in Westmorland, to 33°3 in South Wales, 34°1 in Monmouthshire, 
34°6 in Staffordshire, and 35°0 in Durham. 


In the thirty-three great towns the birth-rate was 31°o per 1000. The lowest 


rates were 23°3 in Hudderstield, 24°5 in Brighton, 25°o in. Croydon, and 25°9 in - 


Halifax; while the highest were 35°o in Hull, 25°: in West Ham, 35°2 in 


Gateshead, 35°4 in Sheffield, and 38°5 in Sunderland. . In sixty-seven other large — 


town districts the birth-rate was 30°5, while in the remainder of the country it 
was 27°9. 


Excess of Births over Deaths, and Emigration. 


The natural increase of the population of England and Wales, or the excess of 
births over deaths, which had amounted to 85,453, 57,678, and 79,558 in the 
fourth quarters of 1889, 1890, and 1891, was 87,896 last quarter. 


{t appears from returns issued by the Board of Trade that 51,584 emigrants 
embarked during the quarter from the various ports of the United Kingdom at which: 
emigration officers are stationed. Distributing proportionally 1625 whose nationality 
was not distinguished, the emigrants of native origin numbered 40,673, and of these 


30,401 were English, 4,524 Scotch, and 5,748 Irish, while those of foreign origin. 


numbered 10,911. The proportions of emigrants to a million of the estimated popula-. 
tion in the several portions of the United Kingdom were 1034 from England, 1113 
from Scotland, and 1238 from Ireland. Compared with the averages in the fourth 
quarters of the next preceding three years, the proportions of emigrants from 
England and from Ireland showed a decrease, while that from Scotland showed: 
an increase. | . gs 


Prices and Pauperism. 


During the fourth quarter of the year the average price of wheat was 27s. 5d. 
per quarter, the prices in the two preceding’ quarters ‘having been gos. 11d. and 
29s. 3d. The mean wholesale prices of beef and mutton in the London market 
were sid. and 63d. per lb. respectively ; compared with the prices in the preceding 
quarter the price of beef showed a decrease of $d., and that of mutton a decrease: 
of 1d. per lb. The average price of the best seaborne coal in the London market, 
put in barge from the collier in the Thames, was 16s. 7d. per ton, against 19s. 3d. 


and 18s. 1d. in the fourth quarters of the years 1890 and 1891. The mean 


price of 227. per cent. Consols was 97/. 3s. 7d., against 95/. os. 8d. in the fourth 
quarter of 1891. The minimum annual rate per cent. of discount charged at the 


Bank of England, which had been reduced from 2/. 10s. to 2. on 28th April, - 


was raised to 37. on 20th October. The average minimum rate charged during the 
quarter was 2/. 15s. rod. per cent. 2

Meteorology. 


Remarks on the meteorology of the quarter, based on observations at the Royal 
Observatory, Greenwich, and at various other stations, furnished by Mr. James 
Glaisher, F.R.S., will be found, with accompanying Tables, on pages 65-72. ‘The 
mean reading of the barometer at Greenwich was 29°747 inches, being "oot of an 
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inch below the mean reading In the fourth quarters of 51 years; the mean was 
below the average in October, but above it in November and December. The 
mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 42°°3, being 1°°3 below the 
average in the fourth quarters of 121 years. The mean was 4°°r below the average 
in October, 2°*5 above it in November, and 2°: 3 below in December. ‘The 
weather was very cold till towards the end of October, after which it was generally 
mild and damp, with very little sunshine, until the end of November ; in the first 
two weeks of December, particularly in the second. week, the weather was cold; in 
the third week the temperature was above the average, but on the 22nd a severe 
frost set in, which continued until the end of the year. At 32 stations of observa- 
tion the mean temperature during the quarter ranged from 39°°3 at Halifax, 39°°4 
at Wolverhampton, and 40°-2 at Stonyhurst, to 45°°8 at Barnstaple, 46°°3 at 
Truro, and 48°:o in Guernsey. 


The amount of rain measured during the quarter at the Royal Observatory, 
Greenwich, was 7°23 inches, being o*1 5 of an inch above the average in the 
fourth quarters of 77 years; the amount was 1°12 inches above the average in 
October, while it was 0°14 of an inch below in November, and 0°83 of an inch 
below in December. At 32 stations of observation the amounts of rain measured 
during: the quarter ranged from 5°26 inches at Hereford, 5°30 inches at 
Nottingham, and 6°02 inches at Whitchurch, to 12°48 inches at Eastbourne, 
13°06 inches at Stonyhurst, and 14°41 inches in Guernsey. 


The amount of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at the Royal 
Observatory was 102°6 hours, or 12°3 per cent. of the total number of hours 
the sun was above the horizon, the mean proportion in the fourth quarters of the 
ten years 1882-91 having been 16*1 per cent. The amount of sunshine was 
below the average in each month of the quarter. 


Deaths. 


The deaths. registered during the fourth quarter of 1892 numbered 128,884, being 
in the proportion of 17°4 deaths annually per tooo persons living. This is lower 
than the rate in any other fourth quarter on record, and 1°8 per 1090 below the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1882-9t. In registration 
counties the rates ranged from 92 in Rutlandshire, 13:0 in Cambridgeshire, 13° 5 
in Huntingdonshire, and 13°7 in Surrey, to 18+6 in Staffordshire, 18°7 in Darham 
19°9 in the East Riding of Yorkshire, and 20-6 in Lancashire. 


The 128,884 deaths included 65,664 of males and 63,220 of females, the rate of 
mortality among males being 18:3, and that among females 16:6 per 1000 estimated 
to be living of each sex. The rate among males was 1°9, and that among females 
1*7, below the respective mean rates in the ten preceding fourth quarters. Out of 
equal numbers living, the deaths of males were 110 to 100 deaths of females. 


Ursan AND Rurat Mortatiry.—In the registration districts and sub-districts 
which are taken to represent approximately the urban portion of the country, 
and which contain a population estimated at about nineteen millions, the death-rate 
last quarter was 18°3 per 1000; while, in the remaining and chiefly rural popula- 
tion of about ten and a half millions, it was 1 5°8 per 1000, These rates were 
respectively 2°2 and 1°2 below the average rates in the ten preceding fourth 
quarters. Out of equal numbers living, the deaths in the urban districts were to. 
those in the rural districts in the proportion of 116 to 100, the ratio in the ten 
preceding fourth quarters having been 121 to 100. 


In the thirty-three great towns, with an aggregate population estimated at a little 
more than ten millions, the annual death-rate last quarter was 19° 4 per 1000, the 
rates in the several towns ranging from 15*0 in Derby, 15°2 in Croydon, and 
15*9 in Portsmouth, to 24°1 in Manchester, 24*4 in Bolton, and 27°8 in Salford, 
In London the rate was 18° 5. 
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In sixty-seven other large town districts, with an aggregate population of nearly 
four millions, the death-rate was 17° 5 per 1000, or 1°Q per 1000 below, the rate in 
the great towns; in the remainder of England and Wales, after excluding these 100 


towns, the rate was 16°!. 


MorTALIty AT DIFFERENT Acrs.—Of the 128,884 deaths registered last quarter, 
30,942 were of infants under one year of age, 62,441 of persons aged between one 
and 60 years, and 35,501 of persons aged 60 years and upwards. 


The mortality of infants under one year of age was in the proportion of 143 deaths 
to 1000 births registered, being 3 per 1000 below the mean proportion in the 
ten preceding fourth quarters. ‘The proportion was less than roo to 1000 births in 
Hertfordshire, Huntingdonshire, Cambridgeshire, Wiltshire, Herefordshire, and 
Rutlandshire, but reached 170 in Staffordshire and: in Lancashire, and 175 in 
Nottinghamshire. In the thirty-three great towns the mean proportion was 154 
per 1000, ranging from rio in Croydon, 121 in Plymouth, and 125 in Portsmouth, 
to 185 in Nottingham and in Oldham, 190 in Preston, 192 in Swansea, and 203 
in Salford. In sixty-seven other large town districts the infant mortality averaged 
160 ‘per roo births, the lowest proportions being 82 in Dover, 88 in Hornsey, 
92 in Coventry, and 98 in Oxford, while the highest were 206 in Aberdare, 208 in 
Worcester and in Merthyr Tydfil, 223 in Yarmouth, and 237 in Middlesbrough. 
In the remainder of the country, after excluding these 100 towns, the infant 
mortality was 130 per 1000 births registered. ae . 


The mortality of persons aged between one and 6o years was at the rate of 9°4 
deaths annually per 1000 of the estimated population at these ages, being 1‘1 per 
tooo below the mean rate in the ten preceding fourth quarters. In the thirty-three 
great towns the rate was I1°3 per 1000; the lowest rates being 7°8 in Derby, 
8:1 in Norwich, and 8°¥ in Halifax, and the highest 15° in Manchester, 16°09 in 
Bolton, and 18°6 in Salford. 5 oa 


Among persons aged 60 years and upwards the mortality was at the annual rate . 
of 64°9 per 1000 of the estimated population at these ages, being 7°2 below the 
mean rate in the ten preceding fourth quarters. In the thirty-three great towns 
the rate was 74°0 per 1000, ranging from 52°7 in Croydon, 54°4 in Cardiff, and 
sg‘z in Leicester, to 87°4 in Manchester, 88°7-in Bolton, and 110°7 in Blackburn, 

Compared with the respective rates in the ten next preceding fourth quarters, 
the mortality of infants under one year of age was 2 per cent., that of persons 
between one and 60 years of age 10 per cent., and that of persons aged 60 years 
and upwards ro per cent., below the average. | ; .

Thus 12,912 deaths were ascribed to these zymotic causes, corresponding to an 
annual rate of 1°74 per 1000 living, the average of the rates in the ten preceding 
fourth quarters having been 2°13. 


The deaths ascribed to measles numbered 3650, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 0°49 per 1000, which had also been the average rate in the ten preceding 
fourth quarters. The rate did not reach o*ro per 1000 in Huntingdonshire, 
Cambridgeshire, Cornwall, Somersetshire, Herefordshire, the North Riding of 
Yorkshire, or Monmouthshire, while in Westmorland it was 1°20, in the East 
Riding of Yorkshire 1°45, and in Buckinghamshire 2°06, In the 33 great towns 
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the rate was 0°64; but while there were no deaths from this disease in Swansea or 
Halifax, and only cne each in Wolverhampton, Norwich, Burnley, and Blackburn, 
the rate was 1°29 in Cardiff, 1°35 in West Ham, 1°38 in Bolton, 1°62 in Croydon, 
1°70 in Oldham, 2°76 in Hull, 3°48 in Brighton, and 4°51 in Salford. In sixty- 
seven other large town districts the rate was 0°50, while in the remainder of 
England and Wales it was 0°39. Among districts and sub-districts in which the 
mortality from measles was excessive were Carshalton, Reading, High Wycombe, 
Aylesbury, Stratford, Poole, Evesham, Hinckley, Lincoln Home, Rastrick, Brig- 
house, and Llanelly. 


The deaths ascribed to diarrhea numbered 2165, corresponding to an annual rate 
of 0°29 per 1000 living, while the average of the rates in the ten preceding fourth 
quarters had been 0°42. In the thirty-three great towns the rate was 0°36, 
varying from 0°05 in Croydon, 0°06 in Huddersfield, and 0°08 in Newcastle-upon- 
‘Tyne, to 0°72 in Gateshead, 0°73 in Blackburn, and 1°32 in Preston. In sixty- 
seven other large town districts the rate was 0°31, while in the remainder of 
England and Wales it was 0°26. 


The deaths ascribed to whooping-cough numbered 1868, and corresponded to an 
annual rate of 0°25 per 1000 living, the average of the rates in the ten preceding 
fourth quarters having been 0°34. The highest rates in registration counties were 
o*5g in Warwickshire and 0°63 in Nottinghamshire. In the thirty-three great towns 
the rate was 0°28, rising, however, to 0°86 in Birmingham and 0°96 in Salford. In 
sixty-seven other large town districts the rate was 0°34, while in the remainder 
of England and Wales it was 0°21. Among districts and sub-districts in which 
whooping-cough appears to have been specially prevalent were Yarmouth Northern, 
Frome, Leek, Ashover, Prestbury, Todmorden, Doncaster, and Walmgate. 


The deaths ascribed to scarlet fever were 1848, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 0°25 per tooo living, while the average of the rates in the ten preceding 
fourth quarters had been 0°37. The rate was 0°46 in North Wales, 0°47 in South 
Wales, and 0°93 in Monmouthshire, these rates exceeding those in any other 
registration county. In the thirty-three great towns the rate was 0°33; but while 
it did not exceed o*1o in Wolverhampton, Derby, Birkenhead, or Halifax, it was 
1°07 in Preston and 1°31 in Plymouth, In sixty-seven other large town districts 
the rate was 0°26, while in the remainder of England and Wales it was 0°19. 
Among districts and sub-districts in which scarlet fever was specially fatal were 
Portland, Bathwick, Warrington, Skipton, Lower Merthyr Tydfil, Llanelly, and 
Mold. | 


Under diphtheria 1842 deaths were registered, corresponding to an annual rate 
of 0°25 per 1000 living, the average of the rates in the ten preceding fourth 
quarters having been 0°20. The rate was higher than in any preceding quarter 
for more than twenty years. In registration counties the rate varied from under 
0°10 in Huntingdonshire, Dorsetshire, Somersetshire, Herefordshire, Shropshire, 
Staffordshire, Rutlandshire, and the East and North Ridings of Yorkshire, to 0°47 
in Surrey, 0°55 in Oxfordshire, and 0°57 in Essex. In the thirty-three great towns 
the rate was 0°36; but while no death from this disease was recorded in Wolver- 
hampton or Blackburn, and only one each in Oldham and Gateshead, the rate was 
0°53 in Cardiff, 0°55 in Brighton, o*60 in London, and 0°68 in Croydon. In 
sixty-seven other large town districts the rate was 0°17, while in the remainder: 
of England and Wales it was 0°20. Among districts and sub-districts in which 
the mortality from diphtheria was excessive were Mortlake, Battle, Hursley, 
Hitchin, Grays, Prittlewell, Manningtree, Rattlesden, Fleetwood, Houghton-le- 
Spring, and Chirbury. 


To “ fever,” including typhus, enteric fever, and simple or ill-defined forms of 
continued fever, 1374 deaths were attributed, corresponding to an annual rate of 
“0°19 per 1000, the average rate in the ten preceding fourth quarters having been 
0°28. Among registration counties the lowest rates, in no case exceeding 0°05, 
were in Oxfordshire, Northamptonshire, Huntingdonshire, Rutlandshire, and. Cum- 
-berland, while the highest were 0°30 in Monmouthshire, 0°31 in Durham, 0°33 
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in the East Riding of Yorkshire, and 0°37 in Nottinghamshire. In the thirty-three 
great towns the rate was 0°20, but while it was below o*10 in West Ham, Brighton, 
Birmingham, Oldbam, Huddersfield, Sheffield, Gateshead, and Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
it was 0°61 in Swansea, 0°63 in Preston, and 0°69 in Sunderland. In sixty-seven 
other large town districts the rate was 0°21, while in the remainder of England 
and Wales it was 0°17. Among districts and sub-districts in which “fever ” appears 
to have been specially prevalent were Great Grimsby, Newark, Elland, Walmgate, 
and Mold. 


The deaths from small-pox were 165, and more numerous than in any quarter 
since the June quarter of 1888. Of these 165 deaths, 71 occurred in Lancashire, 
including 50 in the registration district of Warrington and ro in that of Oldham, 
while 58 occurred in the West Riding of Yorkshire, including 18 in Halifax, 11 
in Dewsbury, and 7 in the Leeds registration districts. Of the other counties, those 
with the largest numbers of deaths were Derbyshire and Cheshire, each with 6, and 
Leicestershire with 5, all in the town of Leicester.

CERTIFICATION OF CavusEs OF DEATH.—Of the 128,884 deaths in England and 
Wales, the causes of 117,001, or go*8 per cent., were duly certified by registered 
medical practitioners, and of 8146, or 6°3 percent., by coroners after inquest; while 
the causes of the remaining 3737, or 2°9 per cent., were not certified, the mean 
| proportion of uncertified deaths in the ten preceding fourth quarters having been 
3°4 per cent. While, however, the proportion did not exceed 1*o per cent. in 
Rutlandshire, Middlesex, and Wiltshire, it reached 4°7 per cent. in Derby, 4°8 in 
Kent, 5°3 in Hereford, 5-4 in North Wales, and 5°7 in Warwickshire. In the 
thirty-three great towns the proportion was 2°2 per cent., ranging from o*o in 
Croydon, o'2 in Birkenhead, and 0°6 in Derby, to 5°1 in West Ham, 5:4 in 
Blackburn, 5°6 in Liverpool, and 6°6 in Birmingham. ) 

Viotent Deatus.—To different forms of violence 4510 deaths were referred, 
corresponding to an annual rate of 0°61 per 1000, the average rate in the ten 
spreceding fourth quarters having been also 0°61. In registration counties the rates 

ranged from o‘oo in Rutlandshire, 0°25 in Cornwall, 0°27 in Oxfordshire, and 0°36 
in Leicestershire, to 0°72 in the East Riding of Yorkshire, 0°75 in Lancashire, 
0°85 in Monmouthshire, and 1°14 in South Wales. In the thirty-three great 
towns the rate was 0°72 per 1000, varying from 0°26 in Croydon, 0°29 in 

Halifax, and 0°31 in West Ham, to 0°95 in Manchester, 0°98 in Blackburn, 1°03 

in Cardiff, and 1°42 in Liverpool. : 
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InquEsts.—IJnquests were held concerning 8146, or 6°3 per cent., of ‘the total 
deaths, the mean proportion in the ten’'preceding fourth quarters having been 5° 5. 
In the thirty-three great towns the proportion of inquest cases to total deaths was 
75 per cent., the lowest per-centages being 1°7 in Halifax, 3°2 in Preston, and 
3°3 in West Ham and in Birmingham, while the highest were 9° 5 in Newcastle- 
-on-Tyne, 10°09 in Cardiff, and 11°2 in Derby. : 


Deatus IN Pusuic Instrrutions.—Of the total deaths registered in England 
and Wales, 15,594, or 12°1 per cent., occurred in workhouses, hospitals, and public 
lunatic asylums, the proportion in the ten preceding fourth quarters having been 
10°8 per cent. In the thirty-three great towns the proportion of deaths in such 
institutions was 18°8 per cent., ranging from 5*3 in Gateshead, 7°0 in Preston, 
7*1 in Swansea, and 7°2 in West Ham, to 17°8 in Liverpool, 18°5 in Manchester, 
and 27°2 in London. 


Epixsureu, Giascow, AND Dustin.—The death-rate in Edinburgh was 23°9, 
in Glasgow 22°8, and in Dublin 24°4, against 18° 5 in London. 


CoLonrAL AND Foreign Crties.—A summary of the Weekly Returns with 
which the Registrar-General is favoured by various local authorities abroad, shows 
that the deaths last quarter in twenty-nine Colonial and Foreign cities, with an 
aggregate population of about eighteen and a half millions, were equal to an 
‘annual rate of 21°3 per 1000 living. | 


In the twenty European cities the mean death-rate was 19°8 per 1000, against 
19°4 per 1000 in the thirty-three great English towns. In Paris the rate was 19° 5, 
in Berlin 17°6, and in Vienna 20°4, the rate in London being 18°5. Among the 
thirty Colonial and Foreign cities the lowest death-rates were 15° 9 in Christiania, 
17°4 in Stockholm and in Dresden, and 17°6 in Berlin and in Turin; while the 
highest were 36°7 in Alexandria, 41°6 in Cairo, and 45°*3 in Madras. Small- 
- pox caused 72 deaths in Prague, 19 in New York, and 14 in Paris. The mor- 
tality from measles was proportionally highest in Madras, the Hague, and Vienna ; 
from scarlet fever in Rotterdam, Stockholm, and Christiania; from diphtheria in 
Paris, Copenhagen, and Stockholm, and in the German, Austrian, and most of 
the American cities; and from whooping-cough in Rotterdam and Copenhagen. 
The mortality from fever showed a marked excess in the Indian cities, in Rome, 
Cairo, and New Orleans, and that from diarrheal diseases in Madras, Paris, 
- Stockholm, Cairo, Alexandria, and most of the German, Austrian, and Italian cities. 


The Year 1892. 


According to the quarterly returns furnished by the local Registrars, 897,270 
births and 559,090 deaths were registered in England and Wales during the year 
1892. The natural increase of population, by excess of births over deaths, was 
thus 338,180, against an average increase in the previous five years of 345,190. 

The returns issued by the Board of Trade show that 321,515 emigrants embarked 
during the year from the various ports in the United Kingdom at which emigration 
officers are stationed. Distributing proportionately 4003 whose nationality was not 
stated, the emigrants of native origin numbered 213,705, of whom 136,725 were 
English, 23,909 Scotch, and 53,071 Irish, while those of foreign origin numbered 
107,810.. Compared with the figures for 1891 the number of English emigrants 
‘showed a decrease of 2°6 per cent., the number of Scotch emigrants an increase of 
.6*2 per cent., and the number of Irish emigrants a decrease of g*4 per cent. 

The birth-rate in England and Wales during the year was 30°5 per 1000 living, 
‘a rate lower than that recorded in any previous year excepting 1890, and 1°7 per 
1000 below the mean rate in the ten years 1882-91. 
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The death-rate, which in the preceding four years had been successively 15°1, 
18*2, 19°5, and 20°2 per 1000, fell again last year to rg*0, and was 0*3 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the ten years 1882-91. 


Of the 559,090 deaths registered last year, 132,603 were of infants under one 
year of age, 261,890 of persons aged between one and 60 years, and 164,597 of 
persons aged 60 years and upwards. The proportion of deaths under one year 0 
age to registered births was 148 per 1000, the mean proportion in the ten years 
1882-91 having been 144. The death-rate among persons aged between one and 
60 years was 9*g per rooo estimated to be living, ard that among persons aged 
60 years and upwards was 75°5 per 1000. 


The deaths in 1892 included 14,291 from diarrhcea, 13,167 from measles, 12,639 
from whooping-cough, 5783 from diphtheria, 5524 from scarlet fever, 4202 from 


“fever” (including typhus, enteric fever, and ill-defined forms of continued fever), 


and 426 from small-pox. Thus 56,032 deaths were attributed to these zymotic 
diseases, corresponding to a rate of 1°90 per 1000 living, against 2°22, 2°14, and 
1‘go in the immediately preceding three years. 

Inquests were held in 31,892 cases, or 5°7 per cent. of the total deaths; and in 
15,101 cases, or 2°7 per cent. of the total, the causes were not certified either by 
registered medical practitioners or by coroners. ‘The proportion of inquest cases 
was somewhat higher than in 1891, while the proportion of uncertified cases 
remained stationary. 


To different forms of violence 18,244 deaths were referred, being at the rate of 
0'62 per 1000 living, against 0°65 and 0°67 in the preceding two years. 

The foregoing statistics for the year 1892 are derived from returns furnished 
quarterly by the local registrars, and are therefore subject to revision when the 
causes of death and other details shall have been fiually classified and tabulated for 
publication in the Registrar-General’s Fifty-fifth Annual Report, now in course of 
preparation. 7

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METEOROLOGY OF ENGLAND. 


REMARKS ON THE WEATHER DURING THE QUARTER ENDING DECEMBER 3ST, 1892. 
By James GuarsHER, Esq., F.R.S., &e. 


The weather in October was very cold till towards the end, when there were three or four warm 
days, with frequent rain throughout the month. '[he temperature of the air was constantly below 
the average to the 27th; on some days the amount exceeded 10°. The atmospheric pressure 
was below the average on every day excepting the 11th, r2th, and 17th to 20th days. The fall 
of rain was above the average, In Yorkshire the fall was especially heavy on the 13th, 14th, 
15th, and 16th. There were great floods in Yorkshire, causing considerable loss to farmers, and 
the flooding of many hundreds of houses in many of the towiis in Yorkshire. / 


The weather in November was mild and damp, with very little sunshine. The temperature of 
the air was generally above the average, excepting-from the 18th to the 25th. The atmospheric 
pressure was below its average till the 6th, aud from the 12th to the 16th, and above on other 
days. - Rain fell frequently in small quantities. 

The weather in December was dry, cold, and foggy. The temperature of the air was mild, and 
above the average from the 15th to the 21st. Till the 14th the temperature was below the average, 
and particularly so from the 4th to the 10th. On the 22nd frost set in with severity, and continued 
to the end of, the month, the average deficiency of temperature for these 10 days being g°*1. The 
lowest temperature in the month occurred on the 27th or 28th. At Guernsey the lowest 
temperature was 31°-9; at stations south of latitude 51° it varied from 20° at Truro to 24° at 
Eastbourne ; between 51° and 52° it varied from 11° at Salisbury and Barnet to 1g at Barnstaple; 
between 52° and 53° it varied from 10° at Rugby to 23° at Lowestoft; between 53° and 54° it 
waried from 14°°5 at Halifax to 25° at Llandudno. At Carlisle Mr. Cartmeél registered —1°, At 
Stonyhurst the lowest was 14°-3; at Carlisle the minimum on grass was — 9° 

‘The atmospheric pressure-was generally below the average from the 3rd to the 13th, and from 
the 29th to the 31st, and generally above on all other days. ; 

The rainfall was below the average, and very little fell during the latter half of the month. 


About London the mean daily temperature of the air was below its average from October ist 
‘to the 27th, being particularly so on the 18th, 19th, 24th, and 26th, when it was as much as 10°°6, 
11°, 11°°3, and 12°*1 respectively below, and on several other days it was as much as 8° and 9° 
‘below ; the mean daily deficiency for the 27 days being 7°; from October 28th to November 17th 
it was generally above its average, being particularly so on the 28th and 29th of October, and on 
the 14th, 15th, and 16th of November, when it was as much 8°:3, 9°*4, 9°°4, 10°°4, and 8°-o 
respectively above ; the mean daily excess for the 21 days ending November 17th being 2°°8; 
from November 18th to the 25th it was generally below, the mean daily deficiency being 1°'5; 
from November 26th to the 29th it was above, the mean daily excess being 3°*1; from 
November 30th to December 14th it was generally below, being particularly so on the sth and 
6th of December, when'it was as much as 10°'4 and 9°‘ i respectively below, the mean daily 
deficiency for the 15 days ending December 14th being 4°°7; from December 1 5th to the 21st it 
- was above, being as much as 10°*3 above on the 1sth, the mean daily excess being 4°°8; and 
from December 22nd to the 31st it was below its average, being particularly so from the 24th 
to the 3oth, the mean daily deficiency for these 7 days being 10°’8, and the mean daily deficiency 
for the 10 days ending December 31st being 9°°t. 


The mean temperature of the air for October was 45°°4, being 4°*1 and 4°°4 below the average 

of 121 and 51 years respectively ; it was 5°*5, 3°°9, and 3°*2 lower than in 1891, 1890, and 1889 

. respectively, and there were only 7 instances of ‘as low or lower temperature back to the year

(From the preceding 51 years’ observations the decrease from September to October is 7°: 3’; 
from October to November is 6°°3; and from November to December 3°°9.) : 

From September to October there is a decrease of 9°°3 at stations south of 51°; between 51° and 
53. of 10°; and at stations north of this parallel of 8°°8. . 

From October to November there was an increase of 0°°1 at stations south of 51°; a decrease 
of o°3 between 51° and 52°; and at stations north of this parallel a decrease of 0°°9.
